TREATY WICH 
GERMANY. 


Wo doubt whether tho full 
significance of the Anglo-Gorman 
commercial treaty is, realised by 
everyone who reads tho briof 
summary - of..-tho.. text_as_it_has 
beon-cabled. Tho mattor of an 
undorstanding with our late 
onomics, to the advantage of 
trade, has been under discussion 
for a long time, and it is sovoral 
woeks since tho definite task of 
drawing up a treaty -was tom- 
monced. Thore has been slight 
hositation on tho part of the 
Germans owing to the outetand- 
ing dispute about the modo of 
collecting the export duty under 
tho reparations plan, but ap- 
parontly that has now been 
satisfactorily adjusted. It is not 
without a docpor interest, and 
perhaps it-is -peoullarly a-sign of 
the timos, that there should be 
this pact between the two coun- 
tries after all the hot words that 
were said during the lato war, 
and it shows that. the common- 
sonso viow of matters has tri- 
‘umphed. Six years ago we'con- 
oluded ono of the mos: bitter 
wara in history for the ill-feoling 
and hatred ongendored. A yoar 
ago, Germans returned in foir 
numbers to the British Colonics 
to resume tho, business inter- 
rupted by hostilities. Now wo 
havo such things as most- 
favoured-nation clausos by which 
wo place one another on a special 
footing for the purposo of troat- 
mont more favourable than other 
nations can expect, This is all- 
for the benefit of commoreo, ond 
especially mutual trado,, without 
which tho ropar&tions trontios 
would bo worthloss. It has taken 
a fow years ‘to-soglive thie, but 
that was always the way with 
natione, who aftor a -quarrel take 
as long as possible to “ make up,”
